CONELING DEAD: 


Great Politiciau and Lawyer 
At Hest. 

New York, April 17—Dr. Barker 
called at 9:15, and remained until 9:45. 
He said: ‘Conkling is slowly sink- 
ing, but may linger for hours yet. He 
is unconscious and suffering no pain, 
so that their is no wear npon the tis- 
sues,and as the vital powers of some 
men are greater than others there is no 
knowing how long he may linger—he 
may live until morning. His pulse is 
now 140, temperature 102, respiration 
60.“ 

All the afternoon the sick statesman 
lay motionless in his bed in the Hoff- 
man House annex. He occasionally 
moved bis arms, which were under 
the bed covering. He lay on his right 
side, in order that the wound onthe 


left side of his head might not get 
irritated. This cut, it will be under- 
stood, is the one Dr. Sands uwiade when 
he operated in the endeavor to save 
the ex-Senator’s life. 

At 9:10 P. u. Ed Stokes came out of 
the house and said that Conklin was 
sinking very rapidiv. His death was 
merely a question of time. 

Large crowds congregated in the 
street through the evening, owing to 
the bulletins announcing that the end 
was near. Prominent politicians and 
members of the bar were seen in the 
corridors of the Hoffnian House dis- 
cussing the abilities of the dying ex- 
Senator and inquiring the latest news. 
Every one was anxious to get infor- 
mation, and yet feared that at any 
moment it would be learned that the 
end had come. 

A sorrowful group surrounded the 
sick man’s bed. Mrs. Conkling, 
whose vigils have been beyond the 
endurance of many stronger women, 
and who had watched her husband 
incessantly, was at his side looking 
worn and despondent. His nephews, 
Judge Alfred C. Coxeand Aldermau 
Conkling, and brother, Col. Fred A. 
Conkling, and Mrs. Oakum were sor- 
rowful observers of the passing away 
of the great Senator. 

The strong trame that in delirium 
required the stoutest porters of the 
Hoffman to hold him, even while 
wasted by disease, now lay low and 
almost lifeless in the hands of the 
Great Destroyer. His breathing was 
weak and diffieult. 
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THERE can be no question, says 
the Eureka Sentinel, that senator 
Stewart ie making himself im- 
mensely popular with all the peo- 
ple of the Pacific Coast.

THE CHINESE. 


Belmont Prepares a Bill Looking 
to Their Exclusion. 
WasHINGTON, April 17.—Represeu- 
tative Belmont, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, has pre- 
pared a bill to carry out the provisions 
of the new Chinese treaty, which he 
will introduce in the House as soon as 
ible. It is understood that the 
ill was prepared after a consultation 
with State Department officials, and is 
to have Secretary Bayard’s approval. 
The object of the framers of the bill 
has been to meet the strong objections 
to the new treaty presented by the 
people of the Pacific Coast. The bill 
proposes that from and after the date 
of passage it shall be unlawful for any 
Chinese person, whether a subject of 
China or any other power, to enter the 
United States, with the exception of 
officers, teachers, students, merchants 
or travelers for pleasure or curiosity. 


BAYAED’S BACKBONE. 


He Will Not Protest Against Any 
Action ef Foreign Powers. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The State 
Department has received no informa- 
tion regarding the hoisting of the Brit- 
ish flag over Christmas, Fanning and 
Penrbyn islands. The United States 
lays claim to but one island in the Pa- 
clfic, which is held by right of discov- 
ory. It is stated, therefore, that if the 
British have taken possession of the 
above mentioned islands, this govern- 
ment could no more than proiest,even 
if their occupation was worth this ef- 
fort. It is stated that correspondence 
between this coyntry and Germany 
relative to the seizure of the Samoan 
Islands still continues, and the 
chances are that if the Germans do 
not move out of their own accord the 
American government will take no 
active steps to disposses them. 


A Heavy Flood. 

ALMA, Wis., April 18.—The water 
in the Mississppi river at this point 
has risen twenty inches in twelve 
hours. Twenty families have been 
driven from their homes, and railway 
tracks have suffered great damage. 
The Minneiska boom has gone out, 
and 2,660,000 feet of logs have been 
carried away. The damage to prop- 
erty is estimated at $50,000. Logs to 
the value of $100,000 have been swept 
away. 


The Sharon Estate. 

San FRrRancisoo, April 18.— The 
Sharon trustees filed in the office of 
the Clerk of the United States Circuit 
Court to-day a bill of revision, to pre- 
vent the execution of the decrees of 
Superior and Supreme Courts in the 
matter of overhauling the private ac- 
counts of the late William Sharon. 
The action is entitled “Francis G. 
Newlands, a citizen of New York, 
trustee of William Sharon and heirs.“ 


Making Good Indians, 

Las Cruces, N. M., April 17.— 
While two Indian policemen àut- 
tempted to arrest Sacate, a Mescalero 
Apache Indian, and his son, who were 
drunk and causing trouble in the 
camp, a fight ensued, in which one of 
the policemen was killed, Sacate’s 
son was fatally and three women se- 
| riously injured by stray shots. Sacate 
was finally secured and locked up.

San FRANCISco, April 18.—A month 
ago the Sheriffof Humboldt county, 
Nevada, wrote Chief Crowley stating 
that Peter Santino, an Italian, wes 
wanted for larcény at Winnemucca, 
An officer to-day succeeded in arrest- 
ing the man, who was hiding in the 
house of a friend here.

usual custom sbeep are washed 
with the wool on the sheep’s back, 
or driven to the streams and dipped, 
plunged or made to swim, as the 
occasion muy serve. I have fol- 
lowed this barbarous rotation for 
over a half century, and consider 
there is nothing in it for the 
farmer. I have seen flocks driven 
a mile or more to the washing in 
very poor condition to go, never 
tagged, with their young with 
them, then and there to ‘be im- 
mersed or pluged, as some call it; 
the poor dumb brutes terrified al- 
most out of their wits; then to be 
caught by some rough hired hand 
and nearly drowned; then let loose 
to make their way to shore, often 
swimming a rod or two. How of- 
ten have we heard the bleat of 


terror proceed from them. They 


often arrive at the shore so muca 
exhausted. as not to be able to 
stand, and fall in the mud or sand, 
making their coat of wool worse 


than if left in the field. Sheep 


treated in this way are injured, 
and theif owners losers. A merci- 
ful man should be. merciful to his 
beasts. Often have I seen sheep 
at washing so nearly exhausted 
that it was necessary to lift them 
so they might stand, and then re- 
ceive a kick to stimulate them for 
further exertion. I speak in behalf 
of the quiet. and helpless sheep 
when I demur against sheep-wash- 
ing, or driving through the creek, 
or otherwise attempting to cleanse 
them. Let ussell our wool on its 
merits as the factory men say we 
never wash to clean for carding, 


Some may say I am in favor of 


selling dirty wools. Let me add 
that the grease in these wools has 


never been washed out on the 
sheep’s back at the streams, ponds’ 


or spouts, and never will be. But 
I would heartily endorse at.shear- 


ing time having two sacks, one to. 


hold the wools, and another; to 
hold the manure. Both will meet 
with their different buyers at some 
price. I hope to hear froifi various 
correspondents on this subject.—

When Has Timothy the Great - 
est. Value for Hay. 


Kansas Farmer.] 


As a result of careful chemical. 


analyses of timothy at full bloom 
and at subsequent stages of growth, 
made at the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station last 
summer, the following conclusions 
were reached: “1. It was found 
that the amount of water in tim- 
othy diminished very rapidly after 
the period of full bloom, 2. There 


is a large increase in crude fibre in 
late cut timothy over that cut at 


the period of full bloom. 3. As 
the grass approached maturity 
there was a considerable diminu- 


tion in the per cent of sugars and 


an increase in starch. 4. The pro- 
portion of albuminoids—the nutri- 
tious elements—to the other or- 
ganic constituents diminished after 
the period of full bloom; and in 
late cut timothy the albuminoids. 
were much less digestible than in 
that cut atthe time of full bloom, 
5. The experiments of Professor 
Ladd show that the increase in 
quantity of timothy after the per- 
iod of full bloom was not sufficient 
to overbalance the lower digesti- 
bility of the albuminoids, together 
with the large increase in fibre. 6. 
Professor Ladd concludes that it is 
preferable to cut timothy for feed- 
ing at the period of fall bloom 
rather than after the seeds have 
formed.” | 
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
